Californians have an understandable tendency to- 
ward chauvinism when in contemplation of the glories 
_ of their state. There is very much to be enthusiastically 


A little dose of humility now and then, however, is 
_ probably good for us; because the truth is, believe it 
_ or not, we aren’t No. 1 in everything. : 

} The American National Cattlemen’s Association, 
for instance, recently issued a report listing among 
other things the nation’s five leading cattle producing 
states. California is not among them. The California 
Beef Council says we’re seventh. Texas, Iowa and 
Nebraska are the top three, in that order. In fact, 
California produces less than 70 percent of the beef 
- it consumes, the Council says. 


In crude oil production we are third, behind Texas 
and Louisiana, and, according to petroleum statis- 
ticians, “a distant fifth” in natural gas production. 

But don’t become too contrite about chauvinistic 
tendencies. The Golden State leads the nation in the 

roduction of eggs and rabbits. According to Crocker 
ank research, our hens produce 8.4 billion eggs an- 
nually; and of the 10 million rabbits raised every year 
across the nation, California gets credit for 70 percent. 
There are, of course, lots of other firsts, so hold
